Nor is this all; upon thofe who have loft neither 
relative nor friend by the war, the load ef muifery 


impofed will not be found too fmall, We will confine 
our remarks to England alone, requefting our readers to 
recolleét, that all other countries engaged in the war have 
fuffered at leaft an equal proportion, We have added by 
the war one hundred millions to eur debt, and five millions 
a year to our taxes The neceffaries of life are at leah 
increafed one third: for example, a poor maa, with tus 
wife and five children, who earn fifteen fhillings a week, 
can now purchafe about as much as he could for ten be- 
fore the war, Thus he is forced to maintain feven perfons 
at one fhilling end five pence per week! We purpofely 
leave out of our calculstion the manner in which our hi- 
bertics have fuffered and been curtaded during the war, 
thou we are not unmindful that every particle that is tak- 
ken from our liberties, is fo much takea from the dignity 
as well as the happinefs of men.

On Wedoefday evening the 5h itift. deparied this life, 
much and defervedly lamented, Natwanien. -Lawe 
rence, Ef. for three years attorney géntral of this itate, 
He died at Hempftead, and his r¢mains were interred orf 
Friday afternoon, in the yard of the Epifcopal Charch at 
that place, attended by a numerogs train of forrowing re~ 
latives and friends. 

The mind of this genti¢man potffeffed great fertility and 
energy ; and his heart would have been no difcredit to 
any man exifting, His fentiments upon religious and other 
fubje€ts were, (when he pleafed to deliver them) bunoure- 
ble to himfelf, as a man of talemts and imiegrity He was 
too honeft to be a complete politician, and too indepen- 
dent to become the dupe of any party, 

In religious aad political cafes, be jndged and determin- 
ed for himlelf; and he was one of thole few among mane 
kind, who had a right to judge and determine. Had hig 
happy portion been a private life, it is queftinnable whe- 
ther he hadever had an enemy: and now he is gone, molt 
hkely, no enemy will be found. 

The clamours of envy wil! be Glenced ; and the whif- 
pers of cenfure be changed into praife. 

If firmnefs and modefty are virtues, Mr, Lawrence pol- 
feffed them---but yet, when to be what is termed firm, be- 
trayed rather weaknels of mind and dtpravity of heaft 
(than true greatnefs ot foul) he cheerfully relinguithed hie 
claim tort, and preferred honefty to temporal renown. 

As a fon, hrifband, father, brother, friend, and mafter, 
Mr. Lawrence wasexemplary. Happy for fociety had the 
more fuch membeis. 

The mode of bis interment proclaims his religious fen- 
timents: he had been for fevesal years im principle, and 
from Priaciple, what be died, 

The author can write freely upon this fabje&---he knew 
his opinion refpeéting rehgion, and knows no juft reafom 
why be fhould not now promulge it. The concluding 
feenc of ihe infe of Mr, Lawrence was @ truly improving 
oue---be died a profiling difcipie of the Lord Jefns. . 

He never had been deiftical in his ideas, and he was 
bieffed with two much uoderftanding ever to be enthufi- 
aftical.
